CRL-Worcester study KTAW-124 

One Column "E" study using a total of 6 Cynomolgus monkeys was approved 
by the iACUC to evaluate the efficacy of a test material in a model of Collagen 
Induced Arthritis. 

Rheumatoid arthritis (RA) is the most common chronic inflammatory arthritis and 
affects about 1 .3% of adults. It is two to three times more prevalent in women than in 
men. RA may begin as early as infancy, but onset usually occurs in the fifth and sixth 
decade. It is currently believed that an immune response to "self components of the 
cartilage, that is an autoimmune response, causes the disease. RA is a debilitating, 
chronic inflammatory disease of the diarthrodial joints in which the articular cartilage, 
subchondral bone and associated structures progressively are degraded. 

Although the initiating event in RA has not been defined yet, a growing body of 
evidence indicates that cytokines like TNF-Z and IL-1 help to perpetuate the chronic 
inflammatory state associated with RA. Both of these cytokines directly inhibit the 
synthesis of matrix and stimulate the production of additional proinflarrunatory 
cytokines, prostaglandins, and matrix metal loproteases which further exacerbate the 

destructive processes. 

Despite treatment with traditional disease modifying antirheumatic drugs 
(DMARDS), up to 90% of patients with aggressive disease exhibit radiological 

evidence of bone loss within two years of diagnosis. The newly approved 
bioproducts (Embrel and Rcmicade), which bind to and neutralize TNF-_, can slow 
the progression of erosive disease. However, not all RA patients respond equally to 
blockade of TNF-a (clinical trials with Embrel and Remicade show ACR 50 of 20- 
30%) and the efficacy of this approach in preventing long-term joint and cartilage 
destruction is still unclear. Therefore, there is still a need of some biologic agents 
that slow disease progression and allow patients to enjoy a healthier and more 

fulfilling life. 

In an attempt to explain the multiplicity of interrelated elements that contribute to the 
pathogenesis of RA, animal models, which mimic certain features of the human 
disease, have been used extensively to explore the pathogenic process. One such 
model is a collagen-induced arthritis (CIA) which has been suggested as a relevant 
model of RA based on certain similarities to human RA. The similarities are as 
follows: a) synovial pannus, marginal erosions of subchondral bone and cartilage, 
and narrowing of the joint space are primary morphologic features, b) symmetrical 
inflammation of peripheral diarthrodial joints are present, e) humoral and cell- 
mediated immunologic responses to collagen can be demonstrated, d) fibrin, 
immunoglobulin and complement are deposited in the synovium, and e) genes 
within the major histocompatibility complex which control the immune response to 
collagen are linked to clinical expression of the disease. 

Collagen-induced polyarthritis has been generated in a limited number of species. 
CIA can be produced in rays and certain strains of mice by the interdermal injection 
of soluble, heterologous native type If collagen emulsified in adjuvant. The disease 
is characterized by a chronic proliferative synovitis, which develops about 2 weeks 
postimmunization in rats and later intervals in mice. Both humoral and cell-mediated 
immune responses are mounted to the soluble antigen, as evidenced by the 
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presence of anti-coflagen II antibody in the sera of arthritis animals and delayed-type 
hypersensitivity reaction to collagen, as determined by skin test. 

Extension of CIA to the non-human primate would provide critical information to its 
utility as a relevant model of human RA. The study of arthritis in non-human primates 
is very important, because they are known to share many similar immunologic 
features with human disease due to their close phylogenetic relationship with humans. 
Over the past decade, disease models in non-human primates (rhesus and 
cynomolgus monkeys) have become increasingly important for safety and efficacy 
evaluation of new therapeutic modalities that cannot be tested in rodents. The 
therapeutic activities and adverse side effects of bioiogical molecules depend on 
functional interaction with their target antigens. The poor reactivities of most human 
biologicals with the relevant target structures in rodent species make disease models 
in rodents invalid in this respect. The phylogenetic relationship and 
consequentimmunological similarity between man and monkeys make this non-human 
primate CIA model an attractive test system for human-specific biological molecules 
with anti-rheumatic potential. To be able to assess the value of a new therapy and to 
compare its efficacy with existing ones, the effect on the disease process must be 
measured not only in a qualitative (histological studies), but also in a quantitative 
manner. A semi quantitative scoring system that is based on clinical diagnosis will be 
considered. Moreover, body weight as a measure of general disease expression and 
plasma C-reactive protein levels to monitor inflammation and urinary excretion rates of 
collagen cross4inks representing destruction of joint tissues will be included in our 
study. 

The Sponsor has reasoned that a high affinity, neutralizing antibody LY634923 
(humanized antibody) to a validated target would make a superior therapeutic agent 
for RA patients for a number of reasons; a) a long half life of LY634923 may result in a 
dosing frequency as low as 4 to 7 days, b) due to high specificity small amounts of 
LY634923 are required to treat RA patients and c) LY634923 is less immunogenic 
than a marine antibody. In conclusion, a CIA model in monkeys is extremely valuable 
for testing the safety and efficacy of LY634923. This mode! would also lead to the 
determination of first human dose and future toxicology studies. 

The conditions that cause this study to be Category ,”E" are the chronic 
inflammation of the joints which can be painful. Therapeutics would interfere with the 
evaluation of efficacy of the test article, therefore, animals cannot be treated with 
analgesics or anti-inflammatory drugs. 

Disease markers such as degree of inflammation (swelling, heat, pain) and mobility 
were used to determine clinical scores. Clinical scoring (such as evaluation of fever, 
immobility, apathy, appetite, joint swelling, stiffness, pain, flexibility) was used to 
determine efficacy and would be impacted by use of analgesics or anti-inflammatory 

drugs. 

Supportive care was provided to animals showing severe clinical signs. Supportive care 
included: 

1 . Body weights were recorded once weekly for the first three weeks, then 
twice weekly thereafter. Additional body weights were recorded as 
needed in order to assess the condition of the animals. 

2. Animals were acclimated to high calorie foods (e.g. Ensure) prior to model 
induction. These high calorie/nutrient rich foods were administered as 
needed, and animals were hand fed other food items (e.g. fruit, primatreats) 
as necessary. 

3. Water bottles were attached low in the cage to assist in eating and drinking. 
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4. Animals were acclimated to conscious restraint as part of the study design, and 
may were tube fed consciously if necessary. 

Tube feeding; 

Animals were supplemented as necessary with a gruel consisting of primate 
biscuits, Ensure, multivitamin, Prang and Nutrical, or other suitable ingredients as 
recommended by the Attending Veterinarian. 

5. Upon induction of CIA, the Attending Veterinarian was notified of the status 
of the study animals, and evaluated animals for additional supportive 
care/determination of morbundity as necessary. 

Recommendations for euthanasia; 

The following are guidelines for recommendation of euthanasia. Each animal will be 
assessed individually, taking into account the full history of the animal and the time 
course of clinical signs prior to euthanasia. A decision to euthanize any animal will be 
made after discussions with both the Study Director and Attending Veterinarian. 

1 . Severe clinical signs, which render the animal unable to sit erect. 

2. Inability to or failure to eat/drink for >2 days, without signs of recovery. Supportive 
care (see above) will be given during periods of anorexia. 

Note: Supplemental foods and fluid therapy may be administered at any time during 

this study. 

3. Any condition that would require 24 hour supportive care for the animal. 

4. Weight loss of >20% with no indication of recovery (continued anorexia, or 

physical inability to eat). 

CRL-Worcester study KLAW-1 28 

Three pigs that were used on a surgery study to assess the cardioprotective effects of a 
test compound in myocardial ischemia and reperfusion in minipigs were found dead 
following surgery. The study was originally classified as Column "D", but the pain category 
was revised to "E" for these animals at study termination. 

CRL-Worcester study ASAW-108 

One pig that was used on a study to Determine the Effect of a Test Article on Full 
Thickness Wound Healing in Pigs exhibited signs of stressed behavior with labored 
breathing and apparent frothy blood from the mouth on Day 3 post-surgery. When the 
animal was examined it became agitated and flushed. Before any type of sedative vvas 
able to be administered the animal died. Gross findings at necropsy suggested Porcine 
Stress Syndrome. The study was originally classified as Column "D", but the pain category 
was revised to "E” for this animal at study termination. 

CRL-Worcester study EKAW-102 

One pig that was used on a Pharmacokinetic Study of Test Compounds in Minipigs died 
following an IN. bolus of the test article. The pig showed anaphylactic response and the 
Attending and Clinical Veterinarians were called to assess the situation. The animal died 
shortly thereafter. The study was originally classified as Column "D", but the pain 
category was revised to "E" for this animal at study termination. 


CRL-Worcester study YGAW-102 

One sheep that was used on a surgery study was found dead on Day 3. It had shown 
lethargy only on Day 3. Death was most likely due to surgicaUrecovery complications. The 
study was originally classified as Column "D", but the pain category was revised to "E" for 

this animal at study termination. 
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CRL-Worcester study HAW-1 51 

One rabbit that was used on a study to determine the Pharmacokinetics of a Test Article 
Following Multiple Oral Administration to Female New Zealand White Rabbits was unable 
to be dosed on Study Day 3 due to an apparent obstruction. The animal had bitten its 
tongue during the dosing attempt and had aspirated some blood and appeared stressed. 
The animal was observed by the veterinarian and it was later decided not the dose the 
animal for the remainder of the study. The study was originally classified as Column "C", 
but the pain category was revised to "E" for this animal at study termination because the 
animal was not "treated" (distress was not alleviated through the administration of 
appropriate anesthetic, analgesic or tranquilizer drugs) and was allowed to recover on its 
own. The animal was monitored for general health for the duration of the study and was 
euthanized at the end of the study. 


CRL-Worcester study LiAZ-148 

One rabbit that was used on a study to determine the Excretion of a Test Material 
following a Single Oral Dose to New Zealand White Rabbits died during the process of 
dose administration (no test article was administered). There were 2 attempts to insert 
the feeding tube. On the first attempt the animal started to kick out of its restraint 
(wrapped in towel) and the attempt was aborted_ The animal was allowed to calm 
down, was re-wrapped, and the second attempt was started. This attempt was also 
stopped when the animal appeared stressed. The animal was being calmed by the 
restraining tech when it was realized that the animal had died. The study was originally 
classified as Column "C". but the pain category was revised to "E" for these animal at 
study termination. 


CRL-Worcester study RXAO-107 

Four dogs on a study to screen compounds for metabolism and pharmacokinetics had 
unexpected deaths after administration of a test article. Animals were necropsied and 
observed to have gastrointestinal hemorrhaging. The study was originally classified as 
Column "C", but the pain category revised to "E" for these four animals at study 

termination. 


CRL-Worcester study DPKW-104 

Two guinea pigs used to screen compounds for metabolism and pharmacokinetics were 
found dead during the course of the study. The study was originally classified as Column 
"D”, but the pain category revised to "E" for these two animals. 


CRL-Worcester study MBAW-214 

Three nonhuman primates died from apparent toxicity after test article administration. 
The study was originally classified as Column "D", but the pain category was revised 
to "E" for these three animals. 

CRL-Worcester study 2-928 

One dog maintained in a colony instrumented with telemetry devices was found dead 
after being treated by the veterinary staff the previous day for dehydration and having a 
tender abdomen. The animal was treated with analgesics and fluids. The study was 
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originally classified as Column "D", but the pain category was revised to "E" for this 
animal at study termination.
